1, On 12 June 1958 you wrote to me asking that permission be 
granted for the use of TALENT photography by Navy strike pilots.

Both 
groups are interagency in character and are responsible for making 
policy recommendations concerning the handling and use of TALENT 
photography. These groups have jointly recommended that TALENT
